REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

.Claims 1, 2, 4, 6-20, 57, and 58 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was the AV shunt 
graft having a tubular sleeve having a plurality of ribs formed unitarily with the sleeve, 
each of the ribs being straight and parallel along a longitudinal axis of the tubular body 
from end to end, and wherein the ribs are at least partially uncovered to allowed to have 
direct contact of the ribs with body tissue when implanted into the body in combination 
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with the other elements (or steps) in the claims. The prior art of record does not teach 
ribs integrally formed with a tubular sleeve over a tubular body, and wherein the ribs are 
straight and parallel along a longitudinal axis of the tubular body. 

Henderson 6,926,735 discloses an implantable graft having a plurality of 
longitudinally extending ribs, however, is not prior art against the claims of the instant 
invention because the effective filing date of Henderson is after the effective filing date 
of the instant invention.
